The Culture of Wolfpack Football

Anyone following NC State’s football program at all over the past five years, 
has no doubt heard the phrase “1PacklGoal.” On social media, it’s a hashtag. 
During practice, it’s how the team often breaks the huddle. You can find it 
on posters and graphics, media guides and t-shirts. To the young men - past, 
present and future - who have come through the Wolfpack football program 
since 2013, that phrase is not just a catchy slogan. It’s become a way Of life. 


When head coach Dave Doeren introduced his vision for the culture of his 
program, he defined 1PacklGoal concisely: A UNITED MISSION TO WIN A 
CHAMPIONSHIP. Sounds simple, right? After all, isn’t the goal of every team 
on every level to win? 


The reality, however, has been a little more complicated and encompasses 
much more than wins and losses. From day 1, Doeren and his staff began to 
implement processes and programs designed to develop each young man 
who comes through their program in three ways: as a player, as a student 
and as a person. 


DEVELOPING THE PLAYER 


1PacklGoal’s impact on the Wolfpack’s athletic development cannot be 
denied and is evident just by looking at some of the team’s accomplishments 
from last season: 


¢ Only the 6th team in school history to post nine or more victories 
¢ 6 ACC wins in 2017 tied the school record (dating back 65 years) and was 
the most in 23 years

* Second-place finish in the ACC Atlantic was its highest ever 

* The Pack posted its highest final ranking since 2002. 

* Doeren’s fifth squad advanced to a fourth straight bowl game and has 
won three of the past four and two in a row. 

* Boasted 10 all-conference athletes on the ACC and ACSMA teams 

* Seven players selected in the NFL Draft - a school record and the sec- 
ond-highest total in the nation for 2018 - with several others signing free 
agent signings. 


DEVELOPING THE STUDENT 


An Academic All American during his playing days at Drake, Doeren is 
committed to making academic success a priority in the Wolfpack’s football 
culture. His Northern Illinois teams ranked in the top five nationally in Aca- 
demic Progress Rate (APR). 


Doeren and his staff utilize NC State’s Academic Support Program for 
Student-Athletes to ensure that the members of the football squad are well 
equipped to earn their degrees by the time their playing days are over. 


It starts, literally, the first minute the players arrive on campus with Summer 
Start/Summer Bridge. Incoming freshmen participating in this program take 
between 3-7 credits during the 5 weeks prior to the fall semester. They are 
required to participate in required study sessions with Learning Specialists 
while attending classes. 


This not only helps the rookies get acclimated academically, but also gives 
them a head start on their degree credits. The average GPA for NC State 
student-athletes in Summer Start is a 3.1. 


The Wolfpack has made great strides academically in recent years. During 
Doeren’s tenure, 155 of his student-athletes have graduated. NC State’s Grad- 
uation Success Rate (GSR) for football is at an all-time high (74%) and has 
risen each of the past four years. 


The Wolfpack has boasted 17 Academic All-ACC performers since 2013 and 
this past year had two players named to the CoSIlda Academic All-American 
All-District squad. 


For the fall semester of 2017, 33 members of the football team were named 
Caterpillar Scholar-Athletes, earning a 3.0 GPA or better.

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DEVELOPING THE PERSON 


As important as athletic and academic success are, Doeren knows that per- 
haps the greatest impact he and his staff can have on their players is to help 
them become better men. Much time and effort goes into making sure that 
the Wolfpack has all the tools in place to face life after football - whether 
that comes after graduation or following a successful NFL career. 


There are four prongs to this process: community service, personal develop- 
ment, professional development and leadership training. 


Community Service 

In the past six years, the Wolfpack has earned a reputation for giving back 
to the community, collectively turning in over 6,000 hours of service. Doeren 
asks each position coach to choose a service opportunity for his group each 
year. 


The culture of service has become so ingrained with the Wolfpack, that 
individuals are finding their own ways to serve. 


Doeren puts his money and his time where his mouth is. Not only does he 
set a high standard for his team when it comes to community service, but he 
holds himself to that standard. 


He and his wife, Sara have raised money and brought awareness to special 
needs education in Wake County since coming to NC State. 


Personal Development 

One way that Doeren has established a culture that develops the person is 
by instituting “Real World Wednesdays.” Every week from January until the 
season starts, a different speaker comes in to speak to the team about his 
or her experiences or to help teach real life lessons. Soeakers have included 
former players from the NFL, the business world and other individuals who 
have shared their life experiences. 


Some of these topics have included: Life after Football, Drugs & Alcohol, 
Domestic Violence, Agents & Runners, Communications/Social Skills, Racial 
Issues, Team Before Self, and Respect for Women 


During fall camp each year, each member of the coaching staff talks to the 
team about one of the “pillars” of Wolfpack football: urgency, loyalty, faith, 
pride, accountability, hard work, detail and family. 


Professional Development 

Doeren has provided practical guidance to his players that will help them 

in the professional world. They’ve learned about proper dress attire for in- 
terviews and business and how to tie a tie. They’ve participated in etiquette 
dinners and have met with leaders from the financial world who taught them 
about money management. 


He mandates that his squad participates in the opportunities provided by 
the athletics department’s Student-Athlete Enhancement office, such as 
career fairs and resumé workshops. The members of the football team are 
provided with the SA360 app, which communicates important success 
information, mental health tips, NCAA compliance reminders and leadership 
education. 


Leadership Training 

Doeren believes that giving his athletes all the tools and knowledge they 
need to be great leaders is essential to their success, on and off the field. He 
knows that it takes strong leaders to develop strong leaders, so the training 
starts with himself and the coaching staff. He uses examples from other 
programs, university resources and outside speakers to help train his staff. 


TE/FB coach Eddie Faulkner participated in last year’s NCAA Champion 
Program, while assistant head coach for offense/RB coach Des Kitchings 
conducted a Bill Walsh NFL minority internship. Over the past two seasons, 
an assistant coach (Ryan Nielsen and Dwayne Ledford) has been a candidate 
for the Broyles Award - given to the nation’s top assistant coach. 


One of his first items of business when he came to NC State was to imple- 
ment a peer-elected Leadership Council, which serves as the voice of the 
locker room. Each semester, representatives from each position group are 
elected by their teammates to serve in this role. They go to Doeren and the 
coaches with issues and items of concern to the team.

FINLEY’S FINALE 


Ryan Finley enters his final campaign in some elite company nationally. Only two returning Power 5 quarterbacks 
had more passing yards than Finley’s 3,518 tally in 2017 - a mark that ranked fourth in NC State history. 


y The graduate transfer is the only returning QB nationally who compiled 3,500+ passing yards, 20+ total touch- 
downs, less than eight turnovers and a completion percentage higher than 65% last season. The only other 
signal caller to reach those marks in 2017 was Heisman Trophy winner and No. 1 draft pick Baker Mayfield. 


Finley threw 51 passes of 20+ yards in 2017 - the fourth-best mark among returning quarterbacks.

WHO’S ON D? 

Game program sales should be brisk in the Wolfpack’s 2018 season 
opener, because it’s going to be hard to tell the players without a pro- 
gram - at least on the defensive side of the ball. 


The Wolfpack lost eight of 11 starters on defense, including the entire 
front seven (d-line, linebacker and nickel), as well as a starting corner- 
back. Seven of those eight were on NFL rosters heading into preseason 
camp. 


That’s the bad news. The good news is that there are veterans returning 
for the Pack defense who have logged quality snaps during their ca- 
reers. Defensive end Darian Roseboro didn’t start a game last season, 
but logged 422 snaps behind senior Kentavius Street. Eurndraus Bryant 
and Shug Frazier were frequent subs at tackle, while James Smith-Wil- 
liams played in 12 games. 


Germaine Pratt has never started a game at linebacker, but was in for 501 
plays from scrimmage in 2017, his first season at the position. 


HOLDING ON 
One hallmark of Dave Doeren’s teams at NC State has been holding on 
to the football. The Wolfpack tied for 6th in the P5 last season for few- 
est turnovers with just 13 and tied for fifth in interceptions with just six. 


That mark of 13 turnovers tied the Doeren-led 2015 squad for the school 
record. His 2013 squad posted the 12th-best TO mark in school history 
with 21, while the 2016 tied for 10th (20). 


Three of the top eight returning receivers in the ACC this season have 
one thing in common - they have NC STATE on their jerseys. 


The Wolfpack boasts three of the top eight league returners in career 
pass receptions, two of the top 10 in terms of receiving yards and two of 
the top nine in receiving yards per catch. 


The trio of Kelvin Harmon, Jakobi Meyers and Stephen Louis hauled in 
169 receptions for 2,327 yards a year ago - combining for 11 TDs.

RELOADING THE RIGHT 

Although the left side of the Wolfpack’s offensive line will look very fa- 
miliar in 2018, the right side will be very new. Coach Dwayne Ledford’s 
Band of Brothers will be anchored by returners at left tackle (Tyler 
Jones), left guard (Terronne Prescod) and center (Garrett Bradbury) 
who have collectively started 72 career games. 


The right side, however, is a different story. Gone are guard Tony Adams, 
a four-year starter who finished his career with more offensive snaps un- 
der his belt than any o-lineman in Wolfpack history (3,358), and tackle 
Will Richardson, a three-year starter who was a fourth-round draft pick 
of the Jacksonville Jaguars.

Roof, a college coach for more than three decades, is coaching 
the Wolfpack safeties.

96), Western Carolina (1997), Georgia Tech (1999-01 and 2013-17),

What the 2018 NC State defensive line might lack in experience, it will 
make up for in numbers and youth. 


Ends Danny Blakeman, Ibrahim Kante, Xavier Lyas, and Jessie Mailit all 
redshirted last season, as did tackles Grant Gibson, Dante Johnson and 
Larrell Murchison, a JUCO transfer. 


Those seven players added a collective total of 197 lbs. to their body- 
weights during their redshirt campaigns. 


100-YARD GAMES 
In the past two seasons, the Wolfpack has turned in 32 100-yard performances on offense (13 individual 100-yard rushers and 19 individual 100-yard 
receivers). That’s almost doub/e the number from the previous three years combined, as between 2013-15 there were just 17 such outings. 


In Dave Doeren’s first three seasons at NC State, the Wolfpack had five total individual 100-yard receiving games. Five ... in three years. That num- 
ber turned around in 2016 when the offense turned in eight 100-yard games. Last season, that tally was up to 11 - tying a school record. Meanwhile, 
Wolfpack players rushed for 100+ yards 12 total times in the three seasons between 2013-15, and have done it 13 times in the past two seasons. 


In terms of passing, NC State’s quarterbacks turned in just two total 300-yard games in 2013 and 2014, but in the past two seasons, Ryan Finley 


has posted 10 300-yard games.

In 2017, NC State became only the fourth school in history to boast four 
NFL starting quarterbacks during the same season. For four weeks, a 
quartet of Wolfpack alums were the starting signal callers for their re- 
spective teams: Mike Glennon (Chicago Bears), Philip Rivers (Los Angeles 
Chargers), Russell Wilson (Seattle Seahawks) and Jacoby Brissett (India- 
napolis Colts). 


The Wolfpack joined Miami (1993 with Craig Erickson, Jim Kelly, Bernie 
Kosar and Vinny Testeverde), Michigan (2004 with Tom Brady, Brian 
Griese, Chad Henne and John Navarre) and USC (2009 with Matt Leinart, 
Matt Cassell, Carson Palmer and Mark Sanchez) as the only school ever to 
have four alums starting at QB in the same NFL season.

In addition to those four (Bradley Chubb, B.J. Hill, Justin Jones and Kenta- 
vius Street) three other former Wolfpack d-linemen were on NFL rosters: 
TY. McGill, J.R. Sweezy (plays OG in the NFL), and Willie Young (currently 
a free agent). 


NC State’s last four first-round draft picks have all been defensive linemen:

THREE FOR SIX 

Germaine Pratt, number 3 on defense, is champing at the bit to move 
into a starter’s role at linebacker. After moving to the position while he 
sat out the 2016 campaign, Pratt ranked fourth on the team in tackles 
last season even though he came off the bench in all 13 games. 


The graduate also scored two touchdowns last season, marking the 
first time a Pack defender had scored twice since David Amerson did 
so in 2011 - the year he set an ACC record with 13 interceptions. Pratt 
took an interception 25 yards for a touchdown to ice the win over No. 
17 Louisville and recovered a blocked punt in the endzone at No. 9 
Notre Dame. 


In the regular season finalé versus UNC, Pratt picked off a tipped pass 
and took it 73 yards down the field to seal the win. 


THREE FOR 1,000 


Heading into 2017, only three different receivers in NC State history had 
ever gone over the 1,000-yard mark for a season. Consensus All-Amer- 
ican Torry Holt and long-time NFL player Jerricho Cotchery each did so 
twice, while Koren Robinson posted one 1,000-yard campaign. 


Last year, Kelvin Harmon, No. 3 on offense, became the fifth, gaining 
1,017 yards on 69 catches. He joins Robinson as only the second Wolf- 
pack sophomore ever to cross that threshold. 


Harmon turned in six 100-yard games last season, the fourth-highest 
single-season tally in school history. Of his 69 catches, 17 were for 20+ 
yards and 18 were for 10-19 yards. 


Harmon became the first Wolfpack wideout in 14 years (Jerricho 
Cotchery in 2003) to cross the 1,000-yard mark. His 2017 yardage total 
ranks sixth among returning Power 5 receivers for 2018. 


#QBC 

Not only is NC State becoming nationally known as a breeding ground 
for NFL quarterbacks, but head coach Dave Doeren also has earned a 
reputation for sending his signal callers to the NFL. 


In his seven seasons as a head coach, Doeren has coached five different 
individual season starters at quarterback. Following this season, four 
of those five will more than likely have gone on to the NFL (Jordan 
Lynch and Chandler Harnish from NIU, and Wolfpack alum Jacoby Bris- 
sett have already played in the NFL and Ryan Finley is projected to).

In 2015, NC State signed a trio of talented running backs who had combined 
to rush for more than 20,000 yards during their prep careers. 


One of those backs, Johnny Frasier, decided to give up football. Another, 
Nyheim Hines, was a fourth-round draft pick of the Indianapolis Colts in 
April. The third is looking forward to finally being the spotlight back for the 
Wolfpack in 2018. 


For the past two seasons, Reggie Gallaspy, II, has been the second-leading 
rusher behind runners who topped the 1,000-yard mark. Matthew Dayes, 
now with the Cleveland Browns, rushed for 1,166 yards in 2016. Last season, 
Hines ran for 1,112 yards - marking the first time since the 1977 and 1978 cam- 
paigns that the Pack boasted 1,000-yard rushers in back to back seasons. 


Gallaspy came off the bench last season, but still rushed for 505 yards and 
seven touchdowns. He’s averaged a solid 4.5 yards per carry for his career 
and finished the 2017 campaign with perhaps his best career outing: aver- 


aging 6.6 yards on 11 carries and scoring twice in the win over Arizona State = £

NO. 1! TALENTED TRANSFERS 


Since 2014, NC State head 
coach Dave Doeren has hon- 
ored a member of the Wolf- 
pack squad by giving them 
the No. 1 jersey. For 2018, 
graduate wide receiver Ste- 
phen Louis will don that spe- 
cial number. 


Louis, who graduated in De- 
cember of 2017, enters his 
final season with 1,333 career 
receiving yards - one of the 
top marks in school history - 
while his 16.87 career yards 
per catch mark ranks ninth on 
the all-time list. After sitting 
out the 2015 season following 
surgery on both shoulders, 
Louis was named the winner 
of the 2016 Ken McNeill Iron 
Wolf Award, given annually 
to the player who makes the 
strongest comeback from in- 
jury. 


“Day in, day out, Steph epit- 
omizes what 1PacklGoal_ is 
all about,” said Doeren. “He 
is an excellent leader and 
teammate who gives his best 
every time he steps on the field, in the weight room or in the meeting 
room.” 


Two-time All-ACC all-purpose back Jaylen Samuels wore No. 1 in 2016 
and 2017, while senior Hakim Jones was honored in 2015. Safety Jarvis 
Byrd, who had come back from three torn ACLs to play his senior cam- 
paign, wore No. 1 for the 2014 season. 
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Several transfers could end up seeing significant playing time for the 
Wolfpack in 2018, including one of the squad’s most high profile players. 


Because he’s entering his third year as the starting quarterback for the 
Wolfpack, it’s hard to remember that Ryan Finley is a transfer, but he did 
come to NC State after graduating from Boise State in 2016. 


In addition to Finley, two transfers on defense will be seeing their first 
action for the Pack this season. RS-junior Stephen Griffin sat out the 
2017 campaign after transferring from Tennessee and enters fall camp as 
the starter at nickel. The Charlotte native started one game for the Vols 
in 2016 at safety. 


Larrell Murchinson is also a RS-junior who sat out last season after trans- 
ferring from Louisburg College. The defensive tackle was impressive in 
spring workouts and should battle for playing time. 


Two defensive players transferred in in January: Defensive end Joe 
Babros (Saddleback Community College in California) and cornerback 
Kishawn Miller (Georgia Military College). DT Val Martin arrived in June 
after finishing at lowa Western. 


On offense, USC transfer Cary Angeline has joined the Pack. The tight 
end from Pennsylvania was USC’s scout team player of the year in 2016. 


NO RETURNS 

For the past three years, the speedy Nyheim Hines led the Wolfpack in 
kick returns, posting marks that rank in the top five in school history in 
two of those three campaigns. Last season, he also led the Pack in punt 
returns. But Hines, who finished his career ranked third in school history 
in career all-purpose yardage, now plays for the Indianapolis Colts. 


With Hines’ departure, Maurice Trowell (2-57 yards) and Reggie Gallaspy 
(1-11) are the only remaining players on the Wolfpack squad who have 
ever returned a kick in a game, while no 2018 returnees have ever re- 
turned a punt. 


Needless to say, those jobs are pretty much wide open for 2018. Follow- 
ing spring ball, redshirt freshman Thayer Thomas and junior WR Jakobi 
Meyers look to be the front runners on punt returns, although Trowell and 
C.J. Riley are also in the mix. On kickoffs, Steph Louis, Emeka Emezie and 
Ricky Person are all contenders. 


PACKed DRAFT 
NC State set a school record with seven draft picks in 2018. That mark 
ranked second nationally only to national champion Alabama.

MAKING THE BAND 

As offensive line coach Dwayne Ledford enters his third season with the 
Wolfpack, the group under his guidance now not only ca//s themselves 
the Band of Brothers, but they /dentify as such. That group, perhaps more 
than any other on the team, prides itself on its sense of brotherhood and 
unity. 


But how did the Band of Brothers come into existence? Ledford asked 
his brother-in-law, a former Green Beret, to tell him about the training 
and preparation of elite unit in hopes that he could borrow some of the 
training or motivation techniques with his players. His brother-in-law rec- 
ommended that he watch the old Band of Brothers miniseries on HBO. 


Before long, Ledford had adopted that name for his offensive line at Ap- 
palachian State and he brought it with him when he came to Raleigh in 
2016. 


So what is the Band of Brothers according to Ledford? “Even though we 
aren’t related by blood, we go through things that make us true brothers. 
The guys in the Band of Brothers believe that the guy beside you, behind 
you or in front of you is more important than themselves. Everything is 
about the group, not the individual.” 


NO SACKS 

The Band of Brothers’ pride in its performance has been reflected by its 
stats. In the past two seasons, the Wolfpack has turned in two of the top 
marks in school history for sacks allowed and sacks allowed per game. 


The Wolfpack offensive line allowed just four sacks in ACC play in 2017. 
NC State led all Power 5 teams (and ranked fifth nationally) in sacks al- 
lowed based on pass attempts, allowing a sack on just 2.6% of the pass 
attempts. That was by far the best mark in the ACC. 


ESPN keeps a “pressure rate” stat and in that category, the Wolfpack 
also blew out the competition. This formula (Sacks + under duress + hit)/ 
total dropbacks including scrambles) put the Pack at at 13.4% - also an 
ACC best. 


Ryan Finley was hit on just 8.5% of his dropbacks last season, second in 


the Power 5 only to Missouri, according to ESPN. 


Three starters from the offensive line that produced those impressive 
numbers return for 2018: center Garrett Bradbury, left guard Terronne 
Prescod and left tackle Tyler Jones.

When Dave Doeren was tabbed to lead NC State’s 
football program in December of 2012, he introduced 
the concept of 1Pack1Goal to Wolfpack Nation. 


Since then, that phrase has really taken root. On social 
media, it’s a hashtag. During practice it’s how the team 
often breaks the huddle. You can find it on posters and 
graphics, media guides and t-shirts. It’s even been 
painted on the field at Carter-Finley Stadium. 


But Doeren has made sure that to the young men under 
his leadership - past, present and future - that phrase is 
not just a catchy slogan but a concise summary about 
the culture of his program. 


Doeren has defined 1Pack1Goal as “A UNITED MISSION 
TO WIN A CHAMPIONSHIP.” Although that may sound 
simple, the reality has been a little more complicated 
and encompasses much more than wins and losses. 


From day one, Doeren and his staff began to implement 
processes and programs designed to develop each 
young man who comes through their program in three 
ways: as a player, as a student and as a person. 


The second-youngest coach in the ACC, the 46-year- 
old Doeren, has definitely succeeded when it comes to 
player development. All it takes is a look at some of the 
accolades from the 2017 squad: 


V Only the sixth team in school history to post nine or 
more victories. 

V Aschool record seven players selected in the 2018 
NFL draft - most in the ACC and the second-highest 
total nationally. 

V Six ACC wins in 2017 tied the school record (dating 
back 65 years) and was the most in 23 years. 

V The Wolfpack’s 2nd-place finish in the ACC Atlantic 
Division was its highest ever. 

V The Pack posted its highest final ranking since 2002, 
boasting wins over two top-20 teams. 

V Doeren’s fifth squad advanced to a fourth straight 
bowl game and has won three of the past four. 

V Boasted 10 all-conference athletes on the ACC and 
ACSMA teams. 

Vv Had three players named to various All-America 
squads (one consensus). 

Vv Boasted the 2017 ACC Defensive Player of the Year 
and National Defensive Player of the Year. 

V Three wins over rival UNC in the last four tries. 
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Doeren was a candidate for several coach of the year honors and his 2017 
senior class was one of just seven in school history to compete in four 
straight bowl games. He has now coached bowl eligible teams in 12 of his 
15 years in Division 1. 


In 2016, while facing a daunting schedule, his squad won three of its last 
four games, including a win at rival UNC and an Independence Bow! vic- 
tory over SEC opponent Vanderbilt. Four of the squad’s losses in 2016, 
including two to ranked teams, were by seven points of less. 


In 2015, Doeren took one of the nation’s youngest teams and went to bat- 
tle against three teams that ended the regular season ranked in the top 
10. NC State won four road games in 2015, more than any Wolfpack squad 
since 2002. No other State team has turned in more road victories since 
1957. The team posted numbers on offense and special teams that were 
among the top marks in school history. 


In 2014, his second year as the head coach at NC State, his team was the 
second-most improved in the Power 5 conferences. The Wolfpack more than 
doubled its win total from the previous season, earned a bowl victory and 
posted its highest team GPA in program history. 


The 2014 Wolfpack squad was only the second in school history to score 40 
or more points in five regular season games and posted its best rushing aver- 
age since 1992. Despite the tough league schedule in 2015, the team posted 
four 40+ point games and an almost identical rushing output. 


An Academic All-American during his playing career at Drake, Doeren is also 
strongly commited to making sure that every young man who comes through 
the Wolfpack program has an opportunity to earn his degree. 


During his first stop as a head coach, Doeren’s Northern Illinois teams ranked 
in the top five nationally in Academic Progress Rate (APR). 


The Wolfpack has made great strides academically in recent years. During 
Doeren’s tenure, 155 football student-athletes have graduated. NC State’s 
Graduation Success Rate (GSR) for football is at an all-time high (74%) and 
has risen each of the past four years. 


The Wolfpack has boasted 17 Academic All-ACC performers since 2013 and 
this past year had two players named to the CoSlda Academic All-American 
All-District squad. 


Joe Thuney, who has started in the Super Bowl in each of his first two years in 
the NFL, was a finalist for the National Football Foundation’s William Camp- 
bell Trophy, which is given to college football’s top student-athlete. Cole 
Cook, who earned two degrees during his time at NC State, was a semifinalist. 


Last semester, 33 members of the football team were named Caterpillar 
Scholar-Athletes for earning a 3.0 GPA or better. 


Doeren also believes that a championship mindset involves service and has 
built a program that prides itself in giving back to the community. Members 
of his teams have turned in over 6,000 collective hours of community ser- 
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vice since he took over as head 
coach. His team has won the NC 
State Athletics Community Ser- 
vice Award twice. 


He asks each of his position 
coaches to choose a service 
opportunity for his players each 
year. His players have embraced

year, he has encouraged his teammates to accompany him on this service trip 
and even had assistant coach Aaron Henry travel with him in 2018. Because of 
his efforts, over 10 kids are now sponsored to attend the school. 


Doeren puts his money and his time where his mouth is. Not only does he 
set a high standard for his team when it comes to community service, but he 
holds himself to that standard. He and his wife, Sara have raised money and 
brought awareness to special needs education in Wake County since coming 
to NC State. 


Another way that Doeren has established a culture that develops the person 
is by instituting “Real World Wednesdays.” Every week from January until the 
season starts, a different speaker comes in to speak to the team about his 
or her experiences or to help teach real life lessons. Speakers have included 
former players from the NFL, the business world and other individuals who 
have shared their life experiences. 


Doeren has provided practical guidance to his players that will help them in 
the professional world. They learned about proper dress attire for interviews 
and business and learned how to tie a tie. They have participated in etiquette 
dinners and have met with leaders from the financial world who taught them 
about money management. 


He believes that giving his athletes all the tools and knowledge they need to 
be great leaders is essential to their success, on and off the field. He knows 
that it takes strong leaders to develop strong leaders, so the training starts 
with himself and the coaching staff. He uses examples from other programs,

Doeren arrived at Wisconsin after 
four seasons (2002-05) at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, where he served 
as linebackers coach and recruiting 
coordinator for three seasons be- 
fore being promoted to co-defen- 
sive coordinator under head coach 
Mark Mangino. 


During Doeren’s time at Kansas, the 
Jayhawks ended a seven-year bowl 
drought, earning bids to the 2003 
Tangerine Bowl and the 2005 Ft.

Doeren, who has packed a career’s worth of experience into his 22 years in 
the coaching profession, is a living example of a single-minded focus on a 
goal. After eschewing medical school to follow his passion, he climbed rapid- 
ly through the coaching ranks. 


He came to NC State after leading the program at Northern Illinois to its 
most successful two years in program history. His first Husky squad won the 
school’s first Mid-American Conference Championship since 1983 and tied the 
school record with 11 wins. His second version repeated as league champions 
and set a new school record by posting 12 victories for the season and earned 
a trip to the Orange Bowl - the first BCS berth ever for a MAC school. Doeren 
was a finalist for several national coach of the year awards following the 2012 
campaign. 


Under Doeren’s leadership, NIU boasted the nation’s longest conference win- 
ning streak with 17 straight wins versus MAC opponents. The Huskies never 
lost a home game during his 
tenure in DeKalb, winning a 
dozen home contests in his two a 
seasons to extend the nation’s 
longest home winning streak to 
21 games. 


Prior to his stint in DeKalb, Do- 

eren spent five seasons in the 
Big Ten at Wisconsin, where § 
he served as defensive coor- -a™ 
dinator and linebackers coach. 
During Doeren’s time in Madi- 
son, the Badgers posted a 49- § 
15 overall mark and played in 
the Champs Sports Bowl twice, 
the Outback Bowl, the Capital 
One Bowl and the Rose Bowl. 


For his first two seasons in 
Madison, he served as co-de- 
fensive coordinator/recruiting 
coordinator/linebackers coach 
and in 2008, was named the 
primary defensive coordinator.

Doeren grew up right outside of Kansas City, where he watched his grandfa- 
ther, Thomas Glennon, coach high school basketball and track. He loved the 
respect his grandfather commanded from his players, even after he retired 
from coaching. 


When he left for college at Drake University in Des Moines, lowa, his goals 
were to play football, earn a pre-med degree, go to med school and become 
an orthopedic doctor. He accomplished the first two. 


He lettered at tight end for the Bulldogs, catching 19 catches for 237 yards for 
his career. He majored in pre-medical biology, earning Academic All-America 
honors as a senior. He took the Medical College Admission Test (MCAT). His 
plans for the future changed, however, during the summer between his junior 
and senior years when his former coach at Bishop Miege High School asked 
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The Wolfpack Under Doeren in the Single-Season Record Book

RETIRED / HONORED JERSEYS 


ROMAN GABRIEL (QB) 


At NC State: A two-time All-American, Roman 
Gabriel starred at quarterback for NC State in the 
early 1960s and finished his career holding virtu- 
ally every Wolfpack passing record. An academic 
All-American, Gabriel saw his jersey retired and 
presented to him by Governor Terry Sanford on 
Jan. 20, 1962 at halftime of an NC State-Mary- 
land basketball game in Reynolds Coliseum. A 
first-round draft pick by the Los Angeles Rams, 
he went on to a distinguished professional career. 
As a Professional: Gabriel played 15 seasons in 
the NEL, splitting time with the Los Angeles Rams 
(1962-72) and the Philadelphia Eagles (1973-77). 
He was named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player 
in 1969 and earned Pro Bowl spots in 1967, 1968, 
1969 and 1970. He was the MVP of the 1970 Pro 
Bowl. He ranked as the Rams’ all-time passing 
leader with 22,223 yards and 154 touchdowns 
(1,705 com./3,313 att.) and threw for 7,221 yards 
and 45 touchdowns (661 com./1,185 att.) with the 
Eagles. In 1973, he led the NFL with 3,219 yards 
and 23 touchdown passes. He still holds the 
Rams’ career records for: touchdown passes (154), 
passing yards (22,223), passes attempted (3,313), 
and passes completed (1,705). Gabriel was induct- 
ed into the College Football Hall of Fame in 1989. 


JIM RITCHER (OL) 


At NC State: Jim Ritcher is one of three Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference players to win the Outland 
Trophy, awarded annually to the nation’s pre- 
mier lineman. A two-time consensus All-Ameri- 
can, Ritcher won the award as a Wolfpack senior 
in 1979, when he literally cleared the way for NC 
State to win the ACC Championship. Still an 
active member of the Wolfpack family, Ritcher, 
whose sons John and Harrison both played for 
NC State, thrived in the NFL for 16 years, play- 
ing in four Super Bowls with the Buffalo Bills. 
Ritcher’s No. 51 was retired on Feb. 8, 1987. He 
was inducted into the College Football Hall of 
Fame in 1998. 
As _a Professional: A first-round draft choice in 
1980, Ritcher went on to play 16 seasons in the 
NEL, splitting time with the Buffalo Bills (1980- 
93) and the Atlanta Falcons (1994-95). 

An All-Pro choice in 1986, 1988, and 1990, Ritch- 
er played in the 1992 and 1993 Pro Bowls. He 
also played in four Super Bowls with Buffalo and 
played in more games than any other Buffalo 
Bill (225). He was inducted into the Buffalo Hall 
of Fame in 2005 and was the recipient of the 
Gerald R. Ford Legends Award in 2009. 


TED BROWN (RB) 


At NC State: Ted Brown is inarguably the great- 
est running back to play for NC State, if not in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference. A native of High Point, 
N.C., Brown rushed for a school and ACC record 
4,602 yards from 1975-78. He scored 51 touch- 
downs during his career, which stood as the top 
mark in ACC history until 2005. His jersey was re- 
tired during pregame ceremonies prior to his final 
home game on Nov. 18, 1978 against Duke. He was 
a first-round draft pick of the Minnesota Vikings 
where he enjoyed an all-star career. 

As a Professional: Brown starred for eight seasons 
in the NFL as a member of the Minnesota Vikings 
squad from 1979-86. He scored 53 career touch- 
downs (40 rushing and 13 receiving), the fifth-best 
mark in Viking history. His 4,546 career rushing 
yards ranks third in the history of that franchise. 
Brown was inducted into the College Football Hall 
of Fame in 2013. 


DICK CHRISTY (HB) 


At NC State: Scoring all 29 of NC State’s points, Dick 
Christy earned the Wolfpack its first Atlantic Coast 
Conference Championship in a 29-26 win in the Pack’s 
season-finale at South Carolina on Nov. 23, 1957. Chris- 
ty earned first team All-America recognition from the 
Associated Press and United Press International for his 
efforts that season. He ended his career in ’57 holding 
14 NC State records and four ACC records. Nearly 40 
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years later, Christy’s jersey was retired on Nov. 8, 1997 in a game against Maryland. He died in a car 
accident in 1965 and was named to the ACC’s Silver Anniversary Team in 1978. 

As a Professional: Christy played five seasons in the NFL, splitting time with the Pittsburgh Steelers 
(1958), Boston Patriots (1960) and the New York Titans (1961-63). He was selected to play in the 1962 
AFL All-Star game and led the AFL and NFL in punt returns in 1961 and 1962 with 21.3 and 16.7 yards 
per return, respectively. In 1962, he was named his team’s MVP, when he led the squad in rushing, punt 
returns and kickoff returns. 
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At NC State: Dennis Byrd was a dominating pres- 
ence for the Wolfpack’s famed “White Shoes” 
defense, competing on the defensive line for NC 
State from 1965-67. An adept pass rusher who 
combined size, agility, strength and a desire 
for hitting, Byrd was the Pack’s first consensus 
All-American, earning honors in 1967. He was 
also the first three-time All-ACC player in league 
history, earning accolades all three years that he 
lettered. As a junior, he led the voting for All-ACC 
lineman and after his senior campaign, partici- 
pated in four college all-star games. Byrd, who 
passed away in July of 2010, was inducted into the 
National Football Foundation’s Hall of Fame in De- 
cember of that year. 

As a Professional: Byrd was a first-round draft pick 
of the Boston Patriots of the American Football 
League in 1968. 


BILL YOEST (OG) 


At NC State: A consensus All-American guard, Bill Yoest lettered for the Wolfpack from 1970-73 and was 
the recipient of the 1973 Jacobs Blocking Trophy. A Pittsburgh native, Yoest won All-America honors 
from the Associated Press, UPI, Football Writers, Football Coaches, NEA and Walter Camp that season. 
Yoest was selected for two postseason all-star games, the ‘74 Hula Bowl and the East-West Shrine Game, 
in which he was elected co-captain of the East squad. His No. 63 was retired at halftime of the North 
Carolina game, Sept. 27, 2003. 

As a Professional: Yoest played a short stint with the Orlando Blazers of the World Football League and 
then returned to Raleigh, where he started a financial services business. 
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TORRY HOLT (WR) 


At NC State: Torry Holt was a human highlight 
film for NC State from 1995-98, and culminated his 
career by being named a consensus All-American. 
Holt rewrote the Wolfpack record books, setting 
single game, single season and career records in 
almost every passing category. He also set an ACC 
record with 3,379 reception yards for his career. 
The two-time All-ACC performer was named the 
ACC Player of the Year and Offensive Player of the 
Year following his senior campaign, and was also 
a finalist for the Biletnikoff Award, honoring the 
nation’s top wide receiver. His jersey was retired 
on Jan. 16, 1999 during halftime ceremonies of the 
final NC State-UNC basketball contest that was 
played in Reynolds Coliseum. 

As a Professional: Holt was a first-round draft pick 
of the Saint Louis Rams in 1999, the sixth selection 
overall, and made the Pro Bowl seven times. He 
won a Super Bowl ring during his rookie campaign, 
and in the process set Super Bowl rookie records 
with seven catches and 109 receiving yards. He 
was the first player in NFL history to record five 
straight seasons with 1,300 receiving yards, and 
he was the fifth-fastest in NFL history to 5,000 
yards and fourth-fastest to 500 career receptions. 
Holt played with the Jacksonville Jaguars in 2009 
and the New England Patriots in 2010 before an- 
nouncing his retirement. He served as an analyst 
for the NFL Network after retirement, started the 
Holt Foundation to benefit kids whose parents 
have cancer and owns a construction business in 
Raleigh. 


| PHILIP RIVERS (QB) 


At NC State: The 2003 ACC Player of the Year, Phil- 


ip Rivers started all 51 games at quarterback for 
the Wolfpack over his four years, an NCAA record. 
Rivers rewrote the record books for both NC State 
and the ACC in every passing and total offense 
category. Rivers ended up the second-leading 
passer in NCAA history with 13,494 career pass- 
ing yards and 13,582 career yards of total offense 
and finished tied for fifth in NCAA history with 95 
career TD passes. The Athens, Ala., native capped 
off a marvelous career with a stellar senior season 
in which he led the nation with a 72.0 completion 
percentage and 170.49 pass efficiency rating. Riv- 
ers became the first QB in ACC history, the seventh 
in NCAA history, to throw for 3,000 yards in three 
different seasons. The MVP of the 2003 Tangerine 
Bowl with his fifth 400-yard passing day of the 
year, Rivers was also named the MVP of the Senior 
Bowl. His jersey, number 17, was retired before his 
final home game, Nov. 22, 2003. 

In_the Professional Ranks: A first-round draft 
choice, Rivers was drated by the New York Giants 
with the fourth pick in 2004 and was traded to the 
San Diego Chargers minutes later. He has been se- 
lected to the Pro Bowl six times.

MARIO WILLIAMS (DE)* 


At NC State: Williams Williams was the first play- 
er in ACC history to be selected as the first pick 
in the NFL draft, as he was taken as No. 1 by the 
Houston Texans in 2006. He was named a first- 
team All-American by Sports Illustrated in 2005 
and was a second-team choice by Walter Camp 
after setting the State single-season tackles for 
loss (27.5) and sacks (14.5) records. A two-time 
All-ACC performer, he also holds the school 
career records in both categories. 

As_a Professional: Williams has recorded 97.5 
career sacks in his NFL career, and has been 
named All-Pro twice, and has also been selected 
to four Pro Bowls. After being drafted No. 1 overall 
in the 2006 NFL Draft, Williams spent his first six 
seasons with the Houston Texans and then four 
with the Buffalo Bills. In 2016, Williams played for 
the Miami Dolphins. 


Bradley Chubb and Mario Williams both wore No. 9 
during their All-American careers. Chubb was the No. 
5 pick in the 2018 NFL Draft, while Williams was the 


No. 1 pick in 2006. 


At NC State: Wilson was the first quarterback in 
league history to earn first-team All-ACC honors 
as a freshman and also won the ACC Rookie of 
the Year award in 2008. He was a two-time 
Academic All-ACC performer and set an NCAA 
record for consecutive pass attempts without 
an interception with 379. He ranks in the top 
three in NC State career history in passing yards, 
pass completions, pass attempts, passing touch- 
downs, 300-yard passing games, total offense 
and touchdown responsibility. 

As a Professional: Since he joined the NFL as a 
third-round pick in 2012, Russell Wilson has start- 
ed every game for the Seattle Seahawks. He has 
two Super Bowl appearances, including leading 
the Seahawks to a win in Super Bowl XLVIII, on 
his resume and has been invited to the Pro Bowl 
in three of his first five seasons. In July of 2015, 
Wilson signed a four-year, $87.6 million contract 
extension. 
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BRADLEY CHUBB (DE)* 
At NC State: Bradley Chubb was named the 2017 
ACC Defensive Player of the Year and won the 
Bronko Nagurski Trophy and the Ted Hendricks 
Award. A first-team All-ACC choice, he set the 
NC State record for career tackles for loss (60) 
and sacks (26), He finished his senior season as 
the Power 5 leader in sacks and tackles for loss. 
His eight career fumbles forced tied for eighth 
in school history and as a junior, he led the FBS 
in tackles for loss and sacks at the end of the 
regular season.

At 6-0, 180 pounds, 
he had never played football 
until making the squad as a 
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sophomore in 1918. 


STEVE SABOL, Center 
1935: Newspaper Enterprise Assoc. (2nd) 
Associated Press (3rd) 


A Campbell, Ohio, native, 
Sabol became the Pack’s 
starting center as a soph- 
omore in 1933. The 6-0, 
190-pounder played every 
snap in eight of nine con- 
tests that season, sitting out 
just one quarter: the final 
period in a rout of Catawba. 
He was a three-time All-Southern Conference 
selection (1933-35) during his career. 


ED “TY” COON, Tackle 
1938: World Telegram (2nd); College Humor 
(2nd); 1939: Newspaper Enterprise Association 
(2nd); New York Sun (2nd); Hearst (3rd); Dr. L.H. 
Baker (3rd) 


A 1939 All-Southern 
Conference selection played 
on the Wolfpack varsi- 
ty squad from 1938-40. 
A 6-3, 202 pounder from 
Watertown, Conn., Coon had 
his best game against high- 
ly ranked Alabama in 1938, 
when he led the defense in 
tackles and blocked a punt. 


ELMER COSTA, Tackle 
1949: UPI (HM); 1950: Chicago Tribune (Ist) 


At 220 pounds, Elmer Costa 
was touted as the heavi- 
est player on the Wolfpack 
squad in the late 40s. A 
two-time All-Southern 
Conference honoree, he 
helped the Pack earn a 
huge upset versus Maryland 
in 1950 in NC State’s first 
televised game. He was named the AP’s National 
Lineman of the Week for that performance. 


DICK CHRISTY, Halfback 
1957: Associated Press (Ist); UPI (Ist) 
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Dick Christy starred on the 
freshman squad in 1954, 
advancing to the varsity the 
following year. At 5-10, 190 
pounds, he led the team 
in rushing with 602 yards 
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that season, and then ran for 589 yards, threw 
for 123 yards and returned kickoffs and touch- 
downs in 1956. He will always be remembered 
for scoring all 29 points in NC State’s ACC Title- 
clinching 29-26 win over South Carolina in 1957. 
He was named the ACC Player of the Year and 
ACC Athlete of the Year as a senior.

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DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 


When Deborah A. Yow was hired to be NC 
State’s director of athletics on June 25, 2010, her 
goal was to make the department she inherited 
one of the best in the nation. 


In eight years, she has taken many steps 
to accomplish that goal by  recalibrating 
competitive and academic expectations. 
Working closely with her senior staff, she has 
ensured that financial resources for teams 
have improved dramatically and that coaches 
are encouraged to recruit the best prospects 
available - in both character and competitive 
achievement. 


The Wolfpack’s program of 23 varsity sports has made remarkable improvement 
in its national standing in the NACDA Director’s Cup, a measure of competitive 
accomplishments for all NCAA varsity sports. From 2010-12, the school made the 
biggest single jump of any ACC school in the 20-year history of the rankings, 
improving from No. 89 to No. 37. 


Over the last four years, NC State programs have posted the four highest finishes 
ever, which included the best finish in program history in 2018, No. 15 nationally. 


After finishing an average of 65.8 in the final Directors’ Cup standings the four 
years prior to her arrival, NC State has averaged a finish of 25.8 over the last four 
years, including its first Top 15 finish for 2018. 


The 2017-18 was a historic year for NC State Athletics under Yow’s leadership, as 
Wolfpack teams have excelled in both the classroom and in competition. NC State 
athletes boasted the highest GSR in program history in the Fall of 2017, a trend of 
the four highest scores in program history over the past five years. 


On the field, NC State Athletics finished the Fall ranked seventh in the nation in 
the Directors’ Cup standings, a number it elevated to No. 5 nationally in the Final 
Winter standings before its final position of No. 15. 


After inheriting a program that had just one team finish ranked in the Top 25 in 
their respective sport the year prior to her arrival, a combined 40 teams have 
finished ranked in the last four years, including a program-best 12 in 2017-18. 


The Wolfpack clearly has embraced Yow’s comprehensive and energized vision 
for the future of the department, which has rallied under its trademark motto: 
“Wolfpack Unlimited: Refuse To Accept the Status Quo.” 


Yow’s expectations are clear and concise: 
. Every sport with a full complement of scholarships should be among 


the nation’s top 25, working towards the top 10 and competing for conference and 
national championships. 


. Every student-athlete should be provided the opportunity and resources 
to be as successful in the classroom as on the field of competition. 
. Every alumnus and supporter should be treated as a valued customer, 


with dedicated service from athletics department personnel. 


In her first eight years on the job, Yow has made significant changes to the 
structure, branding and outcomes of the athletics department. 


She has hired 17 new head coaches. The department has established Wolfpack 
Sports Properties in a new working agreement for multi-media rights with 
Learfield Communications; a department-wide apparel agreement with Adidas; 
and a Five-Year Strategic Plan. She also led in the creation of the comprehensive 
NC State Athletic Hall of Fame, which inducted 10 members in its inaugural class 
in 2012 and added another 10 members each in 2013 and ‘14. 


The six-member 2016 Hall of Fame Class was inducted at newly renovated 
Reynolds Coliseum, a $35 million joint project with the university to create an 
incredible home environment for teams competing in the facility, while honoring

the Wolfpack’s athletic legacy with the NC State Athletics Walk of Fame & History. 


Facilities have been at the forefront of her tenure, as in 2015 NC State opened the 
$14 million Close-King Indoor Practice Facility. 


Yow knows the importance of her position, leading the gateway department of 
the largest university in North Carolina. The ACC’s first female athletics director 
also knows NC State’s reputation as a pioneering program that first established 
basketball as a dominant sport in the South, was the first to integrate varsity 
athletics in the Atlantic Coast Conference and was the first public school in the 
state to dedicate full resources to women’s athletics. 


Hardly unfamiliar to Wolfpack fans, the native of Gibsonville, N.C., has been deeply 
connected to NC State since her youth, when her parents Hilton and Lib Yow 
introduced their three daughters and one son to college athletics. 


Later, she watched her older sister, Kay, become the first full-time women’s coach 
in the state of North Carolina, when she was hired by then-athletics director Willis 
Casey to coach NC State’s first three women’s sports: basketball, volleyball and 
softball. 


Debbie Yow served as a high school coach at Burlington’s Williams High School 
and Gibsonville’s Eastern Guilford High before becoming the women’s basketball 
coach at the University of Kentucky. She also served as the head coach at Oral 
Roberts University and the University of Florida, before switching career paths to 
become an administrator, at both Florida and UNC Greensboro. In 1990, she was 
named the athletics director at Saint Louis, where she hired Charlie Sooonhour as 
men’s basketball coach. In his first season, Sooonhour was named ESPN National 
Coach of the Year. 


She moved to the University of Maryland in 1994 and in 2000 selected Ralph 
Friedgen as football coach. Friedgen was named consensus National Coach of the 
Year in 2001 after leading the Terps to the ACC championship and an appearance 
in the Orange Bowl. In 2002, she brought in Brenda Frese, the 2002 Big Ten and 
AP National Coach of the Year, to guide the Terrapin women’s basketball program. 
In 2006, Frese led Maryland to the NCAA championship. 


Under her leadership, Maryland’s 27 varsity programs won a remarkable 20 
national championships and consistently graduated student-athletes, including 
an all-time high federal graduation rate of 80 percent. In 2009, the NCAA News 
named Maryland as one of the Top 10 athletics programs in the nation. 


At NC State, Yow oversees a department that includes approximately 185 full-time 
staff and 550 student-athletes. 


Yow has served as president of the National Association of Collegiate Directors 
of Athletics and the national Division I-A Athletic Directors Association. She is a 
member of the National Football Foundation board of directors, and has served 
on the NCAA Division | Men’s Basketball Academic Enhancement Committee, as 
well as having represented the ACC on the NCAA Management Council. 


Both Street and Smith’s Sports Business Journal and the Chronicle of Higher 
Education have cited Yow as being one of the 20 most influential people in 
college athletics. She was selected to serve on the President’s U.S. Department 
of Education Commission on Opportunities in Athletics to review the status of 
Federal Title IX regulations. She earlier served as the chair of the Atlantic Coast 
Conference Committee on Television, which is charged with overseeing the 
league’s TV contracts and other related broadcast issues. 


Like her older sister, Yow has been inducted into the North Carolina Sports Hall 
of Fame. 


Yow has written numerous articles and books on athletics management and 
human behavior. She holds a bachelor’s degree from Elon University and a 
master’s degree from Liberty University. She also has been awarded honorary 
doctorates for professional achievement from Elon, Liberty and the United States 
Sports Academy. She is married to Dr. William W. Bowden 
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One of the landmarks of North Carolina’s capital city, Carter-Finley 
Stadium has gained a national reputation as being one of the tough- 
est places to play. The home of the Wolfpack, which celebrated its 
50th birthday in 2016, boasts 57,600 permanent seats and is sur- 
rounded by acres of convenient parking. 


The playing surface at Carter-Finley Stadium was reconstructed in 
2009. Named for Wolfpack alumnus Wayne T. Day in 2002, it is built 
to USGA specifications for a golf green. 


The south end zone is the home of the 103,254 square-foot Murphy 
Center, which is the football team’s home for training and prepara- 
tion.

The playing surface at Wayne T. Day Family Field is built to USGA specifications for a golf green. The USGA specification has an elab- 
orate drainage system and a 10” rootzone mix that is 90% sand and 10% peat. The field has Tiftway 419 hybrid bermudagrass from 
Sandhills turf farm in North Carolina. The irrigation system consists of 6 “big gun” sprinklers that spray over 200 gallons per minute. The

outdoor complex covers seven acres and boasts three full fields, a 
training room, restrooms and a video/coaching tower. The indoor 
facility boasts a full, 120-yard football field and roof height sufficient 
for kicking game, with suspended goal posts, additional training and 
conditioning space beyond both end zones 


The A.E. Finley Fieldhouse in the north end zone houses two spa- 
cious, state-of-the-art locker rooms that can be divided into smaller 
locker rooms when NC State plays host to high school championship 
games. There are also halftime locker room areas for the cheerlead- 
ers, the dance team, game referees and coaches.

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WENDELL H. MURPHY CENTER 


The 103,254-square-foot Wendell 
Center houses every aspect of Wolfpack foot- 
ball, from sports medicine, to equipment, to 
strength training, to academics. As functional as 
it is beautiful, the Murphy Center is definitely the 
Wolfpack’s den. 


H. Murphy 


Known as “The Murph” to the Wolfpack players, 
the Murphy Center is among the largest opera- 
tions facilities in the country devoted solely to 
football. Visitors enter the building through Gant 
Plaza, where the 28’ “Wolfpack Turf” statue and 
fountain stand proudly. 


Visitors to the Murphy Center can experience the 
rich heritage of Wolfpack Football in the Finley 
Hall of Champions. This multimedia complex 
highlights NC State’s football tradition with pho- 
tos, artifacts and exhibits. Fans can watch video 
highlights in the Woolard Theater and younger 
Wolfpackers can have fun in the Junior Wolfpack 
Zone. 


From the lobby, double doors open into the mas- 
sive Gunter Family strength training facility, which 
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WENDELL H. MORPHY 
FOOTSALL CENTER 


runs the entire length of the building and covers 
15,000 square-feet. The facility houses huge area 
for stretching, a track, a juice bar and over 15 tons 
of weights. 


The third floor of the Murphy Center houses a large 
dining room and a players’ lounge that overlooks 
Wayne Day Family Field. The lounge contains 
couches, pool tables, ping-pong tables, wide- 
screen TVs and video games for the Wolfpack 
players to enjoy during breaks. 


A large team meeting room and meeting rooms 
for each position are also on the third floor. Each 
room is equipped with the latest video playback 
equipment for reviewing film and breaking down 
an athlete’s performance. That level also houses 
offices for the Wolfpack’s academic advisors, as 
well as a large study room with computers in the 
Kirkland Academic Suite. 


On the fourth floor, the coaches’ offices, a large 
staff conference room, offensive and defensive 
meeting rooms, a television studio and the video 
production offices can be found. 


The heartbeat of the Murphy Center is on the 
bottom floor. The locker room, which stretches 
the length of the building on one side of the hall, 
was renovated in the summer of 2016. It boasts 
121 custom wood lockers, bathrooms, showers, a 
Sonos stereo system and two large screen Smart 
TVs with eight additional monitors. The other side 
of the hall is home to the equipment room and 
the state-of-the-art sports medicine facility, which 
covers 6,000 square feet and includes an aquatics 
area with three pools. 


The building is named for Wendell H. Murphy, a 
lifelong supporter of both athletic and academic 
initiatives at NC State and a member of the NC 
State Athletics Hall of Fame. A member of the 
NC State Board of Trustees, Murphy was award- 
ed the prestigious Watauga Medal in 1999, the 
school’s highest award given for outstanding and 
distinguished service. 


WOLFPACK TURF 


Former Wolfpack football 
player and master sculp- 
tor Dick Idol created the 
“Wolfpack Turf” monument, 
which rises from the plaza in 
front of the Murphy Center.

NC State Athletics Broadcast Center 


Located at the main entrance of the Wendell H. Murphy Football 
Center at Carter-Finley Stadium, the new NC State Athletics Broad- 
cast and Production Center will be a state-of-the-art facility where 
the NC State Athletics Broadcast and Video staff will tell the stories, 
promote the brand and create the narrative of NC State Athletics. 
The facility will feature: 


¢ Working broadcast studio space 

¢ Multiple modern production control rooms 
¢ A green screen studio 

° Editing / production suites 


The project objective will be to design a main studio and control 
rooms for the production of game day video and year-round pro- 
gramming that meet the content creation and live game production 
requirements of the upcoming ACC Network, which was announced 
in July of 2016. Live broadcast operations will be observable by stu- 
dents, faculty, staff and fans, creating a hub of activity at the studio 
year-round, as our 23 varsity teams are featured on programming 
that will be seen digitally and via the ACC Network. 


It will serve as the home for production and on-set filming of NC 
State Athletics television and internet broadcasts and programming, 
as well as the game day operations center for in-venue display 
board productions for all NC State Athletics venues. The control 
room will serve as the hub for NC State athletics over the airwaves, 
with fiber optic connections coming in from every arena and stadi- 
um on campus. 


The project will include a vanity station for preparation/makeup 
space for talent and studio guests, housed adjacent to studio space. 


The 20-year partnership between ESPN and the ACC will provide 
fans unprecedented access to live events via a comprehensive, 
multi-platform network. It also provides for the extension of the 
conference’s existing rights agreement with ESPN to 2036. ESPN is 
the ACC’s exclusive worldwide rights holder.

CLOSE-KING INDOOR PRACTICE FACILITY 


When it opened in the summer of 2015, the Close-King Indoor Practice Facility 
added the finishing touch to NC State’s impressive array of football facilities. Now 
a year-round hub for practice and training, the Close-King ensures that at any time 
of the day or night and in any weather, the Wolfpack can keep grinding. 


The state-of-the-art facility boasts a full, 120-yard football field with a 65’ roof 
height sufficient for punts and suspended goalposts. It also contains additional 
training and conditioning space beyond both end zones and four spring lanes 
down the full length of the field. 


Other features include in-ground and above-ground pads for long jump, triple 
jump, high jump and other track events, end zone and 50-yardline viewing plat- 
forms, clerestory windows and glass roll-up doors to allow natural light and cool

The Wolfpack Football Practice Complex covers seven acres and boasts three full 
fields, a training room, restrooms and a video/coaching tower. 


The two 400 x400 419 Bermuda grass fields alternate directions to ensure that 
practice is always held on new grass. The third Fieldturf field is used for prac- 
ticing on synthetic turf for game prep or for bad weather days. All practice and 
drills areas are lighted by 75 ft candles, while the facility also contains a state-of- 
the-art sound system and 22 camera locations for coaches video. 


breezes. A sound system that can be heard from blocks away and support areas 
for equipment, strength and conditioning and sports medicine are also amenities 
that the building offers. 


The privately-funded $14 million building is named in honor of NC State alums 
Derick S. Close (‘82) and James S. King (‘62), who donated the lead gifts for the 
project. Close and King serve on the Wolfpack Club Board of Directors, while King 
is a past president of that board. Close previously served as the chairman of the 
Goalline Drive Campaign that raised funds for the Murphy Center and the South 
End Zone project. King served on the Construction Oversight Committee that 
helped facilitate the construction of the Murphy Center, Vaughn Towers and the 
North End Zone addition.
